CYANOFUMER 
FOR RESULTS

At this time, when fumigation of cit­ 
rus trees is beginning for the season, 
it ia interesting to the rancher to know 
•what progress is being made in fumiga­ 
tion methods. 


Fumigation experts agree that the 
fundamental principle involved in fum­ 
igation is to subject the scale for a 
sufficient period to an atmosphere con­ 
taining a certain concentration of hy­ 
drocyanic acid gas necessary to kill the 
scale, and at the same time to do no 
commercial injury to the tree itself. 
The limit of this concentration is nar­ 
row. 


As it takes the same amount of hy­ 
drocyanic acid gas generated from so­ 
dium cyanide, either by the cyanofum- 
er, the pot system, or made into liqui­ 
fied gas to effect the concentration de­ 
sired, obviously then, it is essential 
that in order to secure uniform 
effi­ 
ciency at the lowest possible cost, two 
factors are necessary: 


First, the product used to genoratc 
the hydrocyanic acid gas must be of a 
uniform standard strength; 


Second, the method by which the 
hydrocyanic acid gas is applied must 
be based on the standard uniformity. 
The pot system has given satisfactory 
results for 
fifteen 
years,- duo to the 
careful investigation of Prof. Wogluni. 
The cyanofumer lessened the work, and 
at the same time gave an added effi­ 
ciency. The sum of $15,000 was ex­ 
pended in experimental work to accom­ 
plish, this before the cyanofumer was 
placed on the market. 


Liquified gas still further lessens la­ 
bor, but has not been perfected, even 
to the efficiency of the old pot method. 
The quality- of the gas has to be stand­ 
ardized, as also the method of applica­ 
tion, and until these are done satisfac­ 
tory an effective killing of scale can not 
be accomplished. 


From these observations, it would 
; peem the practical thing for the rancher 
t'^o (stick to the proven methods in fumi- 
- Ration, inasmuch as he cannot afford 
IjiQ. be making experiments in his g'rove.

RANCHERS MAY USE BEAN 


STRAW FOR FERTILIZER 


Writing to Inspector S. L. Spencer, 
Horticultural 
Commissioner 
William 
Wood of Los Angeles county says that 
there is no government order prohibit­ 
ing the use of bean straw as a fertiliz­ 
er. 
The food administration made a 
suggestion that bean straw and other 
mulches that can be used for stock food 
be conserved

LIEUT. DOUGLAS VIEWS BATTLES 


IN AMERICA'S FIRST OFFENSIVE 


Wednesday, July 24, 1918. 
With the Fighting Armies. 
Dear Father: 


It seems that when things happen the 
fastest, and one has really interesting 
things to relate, that the time element 
intrudes itself, to the exc'-ision of let­ 
ter writing. The past twenty days have 
been about the busiest I ever exper­ 
ienced. I have learned to sleep at any 
time and any place. In fact this is by 
far the biggest war I ever attended. 


I can just imagine that you all. have 
been pleased with the war news of the 
past six Bays. An advance is a great 
exhiliaration to everyone back home, 
and you can be sure that those of us 
here who arc in on the show are highly 
elated with succcssos to date. 


It is not my intention to wilfully 
violate our censorship rules, but I just 
wish to give you a few pictures of 
what happened. Naturally I will deal 
first with scenes from the air. 


For a week wo had been patrolling 
over the enemy lines looking for bat­ 
teries and activities of troops. 
The 
Hun had annoyed us nights .by shelling 
close to our field with long-range can­ 
non. 
One afternoon I was over doing 
an observation and had nine planes 
along for protection. The enemy archies 
fairly dotted the sky in their efforts to 
stop us. 


I was in-becPby midnight after a long, 
hard day. At 2 a.m. I was awakened. 
The captain and our operations lieuten­ 
ant were there. Thon was related the 
first information of O U T proposed offen­ 
sive, and the liaison wc were to do 
with a division of French infantry. A 
rather large order, and short notice in 
which to prepare maps and learn pre­ 
arranged signals, etc. 


In the grey light of morning I was 
in the plane with my phones adjusted, 
giving 
mo 
communication 
with 
my 
pilot, and just about the moment ar­ 
ranged for the start of the drive wo 
left our airdrome. 
A short turn in the 
mist and a flare from the ground told 
mo the radio was in good working order. 
Then off for the lines! In a few mo­ 
ments wo crossed a famous river, flying 
.500 meters over a solid blanket of mist. 
Above us was a cloud-flecked sky, and 
.from the east the rising sun was cutting 
rosy paths on the sea of fog. Ahead of 
us a balloon suddenly went up, proba­ 
bly winged by somo archie battery. Two 
figures dangled down in parachutes and 
disappeared. 


But how to got to our own particular 
sector was our present worry. Both of 
us' admitted by shouting through our 
phones that wo did not know where we 
were. We started back for a familiar 
bend of the river and came down low, 
"hoping to fly by roads we were familiar 
with. This did not help, for the hills 
were in the way, so we climbed back 
up and tacked over to one side where 
the blanket looked thinner. 
This time 
we wont well up and I tried to find 
landmarks. Flying low, I could make 
out woods. Every little clump of woods 
was bursting flames. The heavies were 
working steadily behind us, and we 
could hear the" rush of their shells as 
we passed close to their projectories. 
Once more wo had to use the sun for 
our guide and fly back to friend river, 
and start again. By this time the raist 
was clearing in spots and by good pilot 
ing we came on the little town where 
the general staff was located. 
I an 
nouneed myself by radio, and wont on 
to where the infantry was going for 
ward. A long valley full of trees gave 
me my bearings, together with a little 
forest of peculiar shape that my pilot 
and myself called the "Boomorang." 
Two. villages were afire. 
The 
shells 
were raising tremendous clouds when 
they burst beneath us and on all sides. 
The 
enemy 
artillory 
was 
answering 
back, but not with anything like the 
vigor of the barrago they wore receiv­ 
ing from us. 


Down we wont and I announced my­ 
self to the infantry by rockots. At sov- 
eral points, on the ground certain com­ 
binations of colored rockots roplied. 
I 
knew what was wanted. I called the 
division and dropped a map. 
A few 
words on tho telephone, tho heavy ar­ 
tillery raised their rango, and tho gon- 
eral know that his men were in advance 
of their program. Wo landpd back at 
our airdome two and a half .hours after 
our start, and I ate a second breakfast. 


It is a wondorful way to go to war. 
You get such a comprehensive view of 
. the action. It is by combining the in­ 
formation obtained from aerial obser­ 
vation that tho general staff koops up 
with events. 


There is a gap of twenty-four hours 
since I started this letter. 


Yesterday nfternon and at daylight 
thiH morning I flew ovor tho fighting 
sector. I am in charge of operations 
for the squadron today, and before our 
noxl flight goos out I have an hour in 
which to write. \ can just imagine you 
reading of the progress of events and 
the various objectives attained during 
each day of fighting. In a certain sec­ 
tor I have followed the show. Certain 
hills and towns that have been strong 
centers of resistance have become very 
familiar. The Hun dpes not submit to 
this surveillance without a show of re 
sistanoe. When you penetrate too far 


they get very nasty with their archies, 
as a number of our planes can evidence. 
Then in this low flying the machine 
guns from the ground are dangerous. 
One of our pilots was shot through tho 
log, and an observer 
from 
another 
squadron was a casualty. I was forced 
to land one afternoon when our propol- 
lor and engine were shot up. I had just 
completed my mission and was able to 
transmit my information before losing 
altitude. This open warfare opens up 
a lot of new phasos for observation 
from the air. 


July 20. 


It looks, father, as if I would never 
complete this letter, but I am going to 
get it off tonight for a certainty. 


We had n. big rain this afternoon and 
the evening missions were called off. 
The Hun has a now one in the air now. 
During the war there have been allied 
machines forced down behind tho lines. 
It is very disconcerting 
to have a 
plane you recognize and wearing the 
allied cockades, tako a shot at you. That 
happened to mo the other morning. The 
same kind of plane as we nre using 
swung in on my tail and fired a burst. 
I was watching him and did not fire un­ 
til he persisted in following me. You 
hate to fire on what you have every 
reason to believe to be a friendly plane. 


Every day ono of our observers goes 
up to the division for liaison. My day 
there the headquarters had moved well 
up into conquered territory. 
It was 
certainly an interesting ride over roads 
still dotted with shell craters, which, 
however, were being filled as rapidly 
as possible. Trees by the roadside cut 
off by shell fire and many villages com­ 
pletely demolished bore-evidence of the 
fierce bombardments. 
I went through 
one city which the Germans had evacu­ 
ated less than twenty-four hours before. 
As we progressed, the artillery activity 
was increased. I was passing in front 
of our own battery positions, and just 
before I reached a crossroads where my 
man told me I would turn off, tho Ger­ 
man artillery started shelling the road 
a couple of hundred yards ahead. 
I 
know that my driver was glad to make 
that turn, because I did not have to 
tell him to slack up for me to read the 
road signs. We woro'in tho roar lines 
of our own advance infantry, and I 
personally was also glad to travel away 
in tho direction of the chateau where 
the headquarters was located. 


It was a busy day for me, especially 
as communication with tho squadron 
was difficult. 
I finally had good luck 
relaying my messages through an Amer­ 
ican center. 
Our own telephone men 
aro tho real thing over here. 
Their 
work 
in 
establishing 
communication 
rapidly is invaluable. 


The Hun moved rather quickly at 
times, as evidenced by the equipment 
and ammunition 
scattered 
along the 
roads. Some of the boys havo brought 
back all kinds of rifles and holmots. 
There are other sights that aro more 
gruesome in appearance, and you get a 
full realization that war is a decidedly 
grim business. 


pur 
American 
soldiers 
are 
doing 
wonderful work. 
They are ready to 
make the big sacrifice, and do it eager­ 
ly. It is numbers that will finally be 
tho big deciding factor, and it is our 
country that must figure in the final 
big smash. Wo all want to get this 
business over with. 


I had lunch and dinner with tho 
French, general and his staff. They aro 
a good lot, but I would rather bo work­ 
ing with Americans. 
This system wo 
havo of being able to mix our units is 
of groat advantage. 


It is possible that I will learn to be a 
pilot. 
Tho recommendation has been 
made, but I do not know when it will 
be acted on. Like tho French and En­ 
glish, all squadrons aro commanded by 
pilots, many of them first being observ­ 
ers. You never can toll what may come 
up in this war. Tho idea is to sit tight 
and work hard. 
Wo havo wondorful 
esprit in our squadron. 
Everyono is 
working hard. Wo have had rare good 
fortune so far. 
Our commanding of- 
ficor, Captain Littauer, is a young man, 
but he is a wondorful leader, and thor­ 
oughly capable, in that his experience 
with tho French has given him an inti­ 
mate knowledge of what an observation 
squadrdn is to do. 


There is a wonderful lot of air activ­ 
ity up here. Wo havo British, French, 
and American visitors drop in on us 
(tho expression is literal in this case) 
evory day. Tho British are real fliers. 
On tho front the chasso travel in large 
groups. It givos you a friondly fooling 
to look up and see a largo flock of 
friendly 
fighters patrolling 
overhead, 
while you are down looking over tho 
battlo. 


I have been a long time in writing, 
Havo not written Gordon for some timo. 
Hopo to do so soon. Will not bo able to 
write him as long a letter as this, so 
hope you will tell him any news you sec 
fit. I had two letters of Juno 12 and 24 
from him. I realizo that you aro all 
doing great work at home in kcoping 
things going to help the war along 
My very bost regards to everyone. Lovo 
to auntie.

OFFHAND POLITICAL SUMMARY OF 
CANDIDATES FOR COMING PRIMARY 


As the Argus sums it up on the eve 
of the state primaries, there is much 
more anxiety and action in all political 
camps than there is among those sov­ 
ereign people who supply the votes. 
The war has overshadowed 
political 
questions—as it should. But pence or 
•war, there must be national, state and 
county government. 
Therefore, candi­ 
dates run for office. 


In state affairs, it looks very much 
as if Governor Stephens has the best 
end of it in the southern portion of the 
state, with a very good following in 
the north. The governor cannot be said 
to have made many bad breaks during 
his regime, and his opponents do not 
seem .to dig up anything very vital 
against him. In these days of advanc­ 
ing prohibition, the governor is the only 
candidate who has had the courage to 
come out unequivocally for state and 
national dry laws. He is being lam­ 
basted pretty hard for deferring the 
sentence of Mooney, the man convicted 
of dynamiting the San Francisco pre­ 
paredness parade. The governor says 
he won't 
decide this question 
until 
December, and he is immediately ac­ 
cused of setting the- case over until' 
after the November elections. It seems 
Tather idle to discuss the question. I t ' s 
a case of " b e damned if you do and be 
damned if you d o n ' t . " 


The governor's opponents on the Re­ 
publican ticket are former Judge Wal­ 
ter Bordwell of Los Angeles, a staunch 
Republican with a very_ strong follow­ 
ing;, 
J. O. Hayes of San Jose, editor 
of the San Jose Mercury and brother 
of ' Congressman 
Hayes; 
Charles M. 
Fickert of San-Francisco,-the district 
attorney who prosecuted Mooney, and 
JamerJRolphj'mayorVof/ San Francisco, 
whose name will also appear on the 
Democratic ticket. Tho Democrats who 
will appear on their own ballot will, be 
Francis J. Heney and District Attorney 
"Woolwine of Los Angeles county. Hen­ 
ey is also on the Progressive ticket. 


For lieutenant-governor there is the 
incumbent, a Mr. Breed, who has his 
friends in the north, but who is almost 
unknown down here; Jo V. Snyder, 
who ran noiselessly at the last election; 


C. C. Young, who is the candidate of 
the Johnson Progressives; Joseph Ro- 
minger, author of the Rominger bill 
that is thought to be good by one fac­ 
tion of the drys and assailed savagely 
by another faction—and there may be 
other 
candidates 
that 
we have not 
heard of. 
Out here in the country 
there has been a profound silence as 
regards other candidates for state of­ 
fices. 


The ninth congressional squabble has 
furnished a large amount of disgust on 
account of the fact of a multiplicity of 
candidates on the Republican 
ticket. 
Republicans, when told that they ought 
to elect, a Republican congressman, have 
retorted that they certainly would like 
to do so, but that the candidates won't 
let them. Which is the situation in a 
nutshell. There is Odell of Pasadena, 
running on the Republican ticket, who 
is going to split the dry vote with 
Randall, the incumbent, but in all pro­ 
bability getting the smaller part of the 
split. There is Reagan of Long Beach, 
the man who drew the plans for Los 
Angeles county flood control. There is 
Mushet of Los Angeles, who is accused 
of being a wet candidate in the most 
arid district in the United States (not 
agriculturally). 
And there is Monta- 
villc Flowers of Monrovia, author, lec­ 
turer, and orator. On the Democratic 
ticket there is an agreeable fellow by 
the name of Shearer, who is the only 
man we have heard say that he was 
going, to beat Randall. Meanwhile, as 
the political shells fall thickly, with 
every evidence that the voters have all 
taken to the underground dugouts, Ran­ 
dall is in Italy, straightening put a 
military postal muddle for Uncle, Sam. 
He says that he' has left his candidacy 
in the hands of his friends at home, 
but in reality it looks as if the Re­ 
publican candidates had fixed it safely 
for him. The Republicans did the same 
thing at the last election. 


The question of electing an assembly­ 
man in the 08th district revolves whol­ 
ly around the dry question. H. A. Mil­ 
ler of Covina and E. R. Shepherd of 
Whittier are the only candidates, and 
they have both been endorsed by the

California Anti-Saloon League. Miller 
has probably made the most aggressive 
campaign, and is strong in church cir­ 
cles, while Shepherd is said to have his 
home town behind him, and has the 
advantage of a conservative record for 
his last term. Locally, the predictions 
arc that Miller will be elected. One can 
find many in Whittier who say that 
Shepherd will be the man. 


The most energetic campaign of any 
candidate for office in this part of the 
state has been made by J. L. Matthews 
of Covina, for the office of supervisor. 
He is opposed by John J. Hamilton, the 
incumbent, and Prescott F. Cogswell of 
El Monte. 


All the present judges, whose terms 
expire, and a few others, are candi­ 
dates, which is about all that can be 
said, as the superior court judgeship 
campaign has not percolated into this 
part of the country to any appreciable 
extent. One may safely say that all the 
incumbents have made good: As for 
sheriff, John C. Cline, the incumbent, 
seems to be talked about the most, and 
favorably.

Mr. Johnson held official 
positions for years in his old state of 
Minnesota, and is said by those who 
know him to be fully qualified for the 
position he seeks.

Although the Salvation 
Army has 
been working under shell-fire since the 
Huns goose-stepped through Belgium in 
1914, this organization is just now in­ 
stituting its first financial 
drive in 
America. The organization wants five 
million dollars, and there are hundreds 
of workers—ministers, society women, 
social welfare workers and club-women 
•who have gone out immediately to take 
this money-burden from the shoulders 
of these heroic men and women. 


"They seem to be always on the 
spot when the troops are in the front 
line," said an American captain of in­ 
fantry in speaking of^the 
Salvation 
Army. "They gather together a few- 
pieces of tin roofing from the debris, 
and make a place where they can serve 
hot chocolate and give out comforts. 
X have 
stumbled 
upon them in the 
midst of the drive forward, their can­ 
teens thrust into a ruined wall in a 
village 
cowering 
beneath 
shells. 
I 
don't know how they do it, but they're 
always there." 


The American branch of the Salva­ 
tion Army is operating 48 ambulances 
on the French front. They are running 
i 79 hotels for the use of enlisted men. 
They have 108 buildings in the United 
States placed at the disposal of the 
government. They have 190 huts in the 
war zones, where they dispenso com­ 
forts to soldiers, and hold their char­ 
acteristic religious services. They main­ 
tain 300 rest rooms. 
They have 800 


Salvation Army officers '' over there.'' 
The 
Salvation 
Army of Europe and 
America has already transported 100,- 
000 wounded soldiers from the battle-1 
fields to hospitals in the Salvation Army 
ambulances. There are 05,000 Salvation 
Army officers who are actually fighting 
in the ranks with the allies and with 
America. 
They have spent two mil­ 
lions already. They want five millions 
with which to broaden their work.

Local Chairman of Fuel Administration 
| 
Gives. Reasons For Early Purchase. 


The people of Los Angeles have not 
been buying and storing coal for use 
next winter to the extent desired by 
the federal fuel administration, accord­ 
ing to Victor M. Rossetti, chairman of 
the local committee of the adminis­ 
tration. It is urged that citizens buy 
their fuel requirements for next win­ 
ter as early as possible. 


The reason given for this request by 
tho fuel administration is that coal 
cannot be stored at the mines because 
there are no facilities, and that, if 
there were, there would be constant 
danger 
of 
spontaneous 
combustion. 
Coal cannot bo stored in the yards of 
retail dealers to an appreciable degree, 
as their facilities and financial abilities 
are necessarily limited. 


"All consumers who are able to buy 
and store their coal now and do not 
do so, arc not doing their part toward 
the winning of the war," says Mr. 
Rossetti.

ASSEMBLY CANDIDATES

The California Liberator, tho wcokly 
publication of the California Anti-Sa­ 
loon League, known as its official organ 
in the present " d r y " fight in the 
state, is an important publication for 
the voters of Covina city and valley to 
read at this time just a few days before 
the primary elections.

Christian Science camp welfare work 
is now being carried on in forty-five 
army and navy camps in tho United 
States under the direction of the Chris­ 
tian Science war relief and camp wel­ 
fare committee of the First Church of 
Christ, Scientist, in Boston. There aro 
at present about seventy men and fif­ 
teen women engaged in the work, the 
women serving mainly as welfare room 
attendants. 


Conducted at first independently, the 
camp welfare work has been merged 
witiithe war reliof 
work which tho 
Christian Scientists were doing in for­ 
eign countries before the United States 
entered the war. For both these pur­ 
poses about one million dollars have 
been raised. 


The aim of the Christian 
Science 
camp workers is to be as helpful as 
possible to all the men in the camps, 
whether or not they are Christian Sci­ 
entists, and particularly to give assist­ 
ance which may not be available at 
the time or place through any of tho 
other camp welfare agencies. 
A fea­ 
ture of this phase of tho work is an 
arrangement for keeping soldiers and 
sailors in close touch with their rela­ 
tives.—Boston Sunday Advertiser, July 
7, 1918.
